Plaintiff Says $8,319.52 Was 
Paid Back ‘by Recipient 
of Proceeds. 


Forgeries of checks for amounts ag- 
gregating $13,114. are alleged, in a pe- 
tition filed in the Circuit Court, to have 
been committed by a man, not named, 
who is stated to have been an employe 
of the St. Louls office of the New Eng- 
land Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

The suit was filed by Harry E. Hay- 
ward, general. agent\of the New England 
company, against the Merchants-La- 
clede National Bank. 

The petition states that prior to May 
1902, an account was opened with the 
bank by the New England company 
through its general agent, Mr. Hayward, 
the deposits were made; that it was un- 
derstood by the bank that Mr. Hay- 
ward had an interest in the deposits to 
the extent of his salary and commis- 
sions and that checks signed ‘‘New Eng- 
land Mutual Life Insurance Co., by 
Harry E. Hayward, General Agent,” 
were to be honored. 

Says Payment Was Refused. 

It is alleged that between May, 1992, 
and November, 1904, checks aggregating 
$13,114.94, heating the forged signature 
of Mr. Hayward, were. cashed by the 
bank. Of this amount $8,319.52 was paid 


back to Mr. Hayward by the recipient 
of the proceeds of thé forged ‘checks,

TAFT ENDS is 
LONG MARTYRDOM 


Secretary, Trained Down to 
250 Pounds, Eats a 
Square Meal. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
‘of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary 
Taft's waist line has been reduced to 
50 inches and he has brought his weight 
down to 260 pounds. Mr. Taft has thus 
realized one of the ambitions of his life, 
and he will now stop the strenuous exer- 
cise which he has been taking; nor will 
he continue such a rigid course of dieting 
as he has practiced for months. He has 
square meal. Wihile he was training down 
December, when he tipped the beam at 

326 pounds. 

For the first time in nearly five 
months, Secretary Taft Sunday ate a 
square meal. While he as training don 
his weight his diet was limited to foods 
containing no starchy matter, and he 
as forbidden to eat meats, except in 
small quantities. Salads and salad dress- 
ings containing olive oil ere tabooed. 

r. Taft took a special course of diet- 
ing, exercising and massaging under an 
expert, recommended by Senator Spoon- 
er. This specialist now has been dis- 
missed, ani in the fu.ure the Secretary 
will depend on limited dieting, hotse- 
back riding and calisthenic exercises 
each morning to keep duwn his weight. 
While Mr, Taft is contented with his 
weight of 20 pounds, he would not ob- 
ject to taking off 10 or 15 pounds more, 
but he will not make special efforts in 
this direction, as he has been warned 
that his nervous sys.trx« 1s in danger of 
being wrecked by subjecting it to too 
much strain. After his feast Sunday, 
Secretary Taft resumed his dieting, and 
he will continue it during the summer, 
rte he will gradually return to normai 
diet. 

Mr. Taft walks to his office every 
morning, and each afternoon he goes 
horseback riding. but he has not yet 
been honored with an invitation to take 
a gallop across country with the Presi- 
dent, as Mr. Moosevelt fears My Tafys 
horse could not stand the strain of tak- 
ing fences when laden with its burden 
of human freight.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary > 
Root, for the United States, and Am- 
bassador Casasus, for Mexico, today 
signed a treaty regulating the use of the 
waters of the Rio Grande, which, if ap- 

roved by the Senate, will remove what 
1as been for 20 years past a source of 
friction in the relations of the two coun- 
tries. 

For almost a century the Mexicans 
living along the lower river have made 
large use of its waters for the purpose 
of irrigating their lands. But in recent 
years private companies on the upper 
waters in the United States have, by the 
construction of: wing dams, diverted a 
large part of the water to this side of 
the river. 

The Mvxicans have preferred claims 
for the damages sustained, but so far 
without success. 

Big Dam the Cause. 


Now the plans of the reclamation serv. 
ice have made it certain that practi- 
cally all of the water will be retained on 
American soil unless some proper 
scheme of division can be arranged. 
The construction of the $7,000,000 dam 
across the Rio Grande at Engel,‘ New 
Mexico, brought the matter to a cli- 
max and ited to negotiations between 
the two countries which culminated in 
the treaty signed today. 

The underlying principle of the con- |. 
vention is the recognition of the com- 
mon-law right of the Mexicans to the 
use of a fair share of the waters of tne 
river, but as the United States Govern- 
ment is put to the entire expense of 
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fered which should not have been of- 
fered. 

The Court decided that the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of Missouri had jurisdiction over 
the case, inasmuch as the testimony 
shows beyond all doubt that the offense 
was committed in St. Louis. 

Senator Burton was prosecuted on the 
charge of violating Section 1782 of the 
Revised Statutes, which prohibits sena- 
tors and representatives from receiving 
compensation for services rendered be- 
foe any Govenment department in any 
matter in which the Government may 
be interested.

The Supreme Court reversed the first 
conviction because it was made to ap- 
pear that the money was paid in Wash- 
ington and not in St. Louis.

Grand Hotel. One morning | last week 
he entered Jack’s Restaurant, where 
Mizner was standing at the bar. Mr. 
Crouse stood beside him, though they 
‘are not acquainted, until four men 
whom Crouse knew entered. He took a 
seat with them and with his back to 


Mr. Mizner. 

Soon a spray of champagne showered 
on Crouse’s back and on his friends. 
They thought the man who threw it 
was Crouse’s friend and overlooked it, 
and because they did so Crouse thought 
the wine had been thrown by some ac- 
quaintance of the other four and did 
not even turn around. 


Eges in His Hatr. 


Then there was a crash on the top of 
Mr. Crouse’s head and another on the 
back of his neck. The contents of two 
very meaty eggs ran over his hair, into 
his eyes and down his neck. When he 
could see again and looked behind him 
there was only a big bartender there 
and he was grinning. Mr. Crouse 
squirted seltzer on him. The big fellow 
dodged and said “he didn’t do It. 

Some one told Crouse his assailant 
was. outside, and he dashed ouf. As he 
passed through the door a big, tall man 
snatched him up. and, holding him un- 
der his arm, took him to Forty-second 
street, kicking and struggling. and there 
dropped him hard on the street. 

Crouse put the affair into the hands 
of a private detective, who was told 
that his employer's assailant was Miz- 
ner. The latter could not be found at 
the residence of his wife, widow of 
Charlies T. Yerkes, whom Mr. Mizner 
married a few weeks after her hus- 
band’s death last winter. He was dis- 
covered at the Seymour in West Forty- 
second street. Mr. Mizner’s ‘‘man’’ came 
down to learn the visitor's errand. 

“Crouse demands that Mr. Mizner 
leave New York at once and remain 
away for one year,” the detective an- 
nounced, and the “‘man’’ agreed to de- 
liver the message. Mr. Crouse, however, 
insisted that personal communication be 
had with Mr. Mizner, and the detective 
reached the latter by telephone. Mr. 
Mizner, when told he must go away or 
be arrested, used strong language. Mr. 
Crouse was called out of the city, but 
will return soon. He has a reputation 
for extreme pertinacity.

Citizens Blaze at Him With Re- 
volvers as He Runs 
Through Streets. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—A negro was 
probably nearer to being lynched in the 
city of New York yesterday than a ne- 


gro has been here in several years. 

Thomas Jefferson, who lives in the 
heart of the district known as ‘San 
Juan Hill,’’ has Police Officer Carmody 
to thank for his life. He has also the 
distinction of having escaped the marks- 
manship of three citizens who success- 
ively blazed away at him with their re- 
volvers. 

Carmody had arrested the negro and 
two colored women while the three were 
engaged in a fight. He landed the two 
women at the station house in West 
Sixty-eighth street, but Jefferson sud- 
denly struck the officer and made a 
dash for Broadway. As he did so0 a 
pedestrian pulled a revolver. , 

“Don't shoot," shouted Carmody. ‘I'll 
get him.,”’ 

“Sure, I'll shoot,’’ responded the man. 

He blazed away twice, but missed Jef- 
ferson, who continued to run. Just then 
an automobile containing four men came 
up Broadway. One of them stood up in 
his seat and pulled a revolver. 

“Don't shoot,’ again shouted Carmo- 
dy, waving his club. “T’ll outrun him.”’ 
Shots From Automobile. 

‘You won't have to,”’ responded the 
man in the automobile. He also shot 
twice at the fleeing figure. 

In the middle of the block pursuer 
and pursued passed a man backed 
against a iamp post. When he saw 
that the policeman was trying to catch 
the negro he also drew a revolver. 

“Let him alone,” shouted Carmody, as 
he passed the man. “You'll shoot me 
by mistake.”’ 

“I wouldn't shoot you for the world,” 
said the man, “but T'll stop him.’’ 

He leveled his revolver and _ shot 
three times. The shots did not strike 
Jefferson, but they attracted the atten- 
tion of a crowd of men and boys. They

MOTHER'S MAID 


Pittsburg Millionaire’s Son 
Marries French Servant 
and Is Disinherited. 








HE DEFIED HIS PARENTS 





Father Gave Him His Choice 
Between Maid and 
Millions. 





YALE FOOTBALL PLAYER 


Young Moorhead Was Society 
Favorite After Return 
From College.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 21.—John Als- 
ton Moorhead, a son of John Moorhead 


Jr., and a grandson of John Moorhead, 
who was one of the group of great Pitts- 
burg steel magnates in his lifetime, left 
the family home a week ago with his 
mother's French maid, and today brings 
the news from New York that they 
were married in that city last Monday. 

Society here is in a great state of ex- 
citement over the marriage, ‘which 
broke off relations between the young 
man and his family. Friends of the 
Moorheads have been informed that he 
will be disinherited, which will mean 
the loss of a great fortune, for the head 
of the family is many times a million- 


aire. 

According to those who are close to 
the family, a stormy scene preceded the 
departure of the French maid. Mrs. 
Moorhead spent several months on the 
continent last year and on her return 
home in. the autumn she brought over 
with her the pretty little French girl, 
vhose family name appears to have been 
lost somewhere in_ transit. She was 
known here only as Frances, but Mrs. 
Moorhead has a vague idea that her 
last name may have been Vorce. 

The girl was a beauty and she had 
not been Installed in the Moorread man- 
sion a week before it became manifest 
that young John Alston, eldest of the 
children, was tumbling in love with her. 
Mrs. Moorhead finally took the boy's 
father into her confidence. 

Papa Moorhead refused to take the at- 
tachment seriously. He said that if the 
boy was let alone for a little while it 
would pass off just like the measles. 
He would not even sanction the dismiss- 
al of the pretty maid as a measure of 
precaution. And so things were per- 
mitted to drift for several months. 

The attachment became so painfully 
manifest a week ago that Mr. and Mrs. 
Moorhead summoned the young man in- 
to their presence and informed him that 
he must immediately cease his attentions 
to the family servant. To their amaze- 
ment he not only refused point blank to 
obey. but declared that he intended to 
make her his wife. That brought down 
such a storm that the boy threatened to 
oult the parental roof on the instant. 
Thereupon the father informed him it 
was no maid or no Moorhead millions. 

Then the French maid was summoned, 
and Mrs. Moorhead dismissed her. She 
told the girl she must leave the house 
at once and that her passage would be 
paid back to France. The maid tearfully 
prepared to obey and the son announced 
thet if she left he would go with her. 

She left for New York last Sunday, 
and a few hours later the young man 
was on his way to that city to join 
her. He was told that he need not 
expect any further communication 
with the house of Moorhead. 

Friends of the family have been in- 
formei that after the marriage in 
New York young Moorhead and his 

ride went to the h@ne of Horace 

oorhead, the young man’s uncle, on 
Long Island. It is said that they will 
stay there for a time in the hope that 
the uncle may be able to appease the 
arental wrath and effect a reconcil- 


- fation. 


Young Moorhead was graduated 
from Yale in 1904. He was a member of 
the ‘Varsity football team in 1903, and 
was a Wolf's Head man. On his re- 
turn to Pittsburg society matrons 
were more than glad to welcome him 
and designing mammas made it their 
husiness to display their eligible 
dgughters. 

But Pittsburg society appeared to 
have the least charm for John Alston 
Moorhead. He submitted to its exac-

of Delegates fom the Twentieth 
Ward and, by virtue of the votes 
of his fellow Delegates, Speaker of the 
House and presiding officer at its non- 
deliberative deliberations, is called 
“‘Frappe’’ by some who know him. This 
nickname may have some reference to 
Mr. O’Brien’s business, for he sells ice 
when he is not selling coal, studying law 
or directing the making of laws for the 
city. 

But the chances are that the individual 
who first used the word often-heard as 
an Adjective after the usually imprvo- 
nounced absinthe was not thinking of 
Mr, O'Brien's vocation, but of the chilly 
manner in which he presides over the 
House. For Mr... O’Brien is a chilly 
proposition when he climbs into the big 
chair whence he looks down on his fel- 
lows. 

That ‘‘Frappe’’ is more or less suitable 
as applied to Speaker O’Brien, no one 
who has watched his work will deny. 
But it does not convey all the facts that 
a popular nickname should convey. 
While he is chilly, he is also smiling— 
not a genial smile in which you are in- 
vited to join, but a cynical smile which 
he doubts if others understand, and 
which he has not time to explain even 
if he had the intention. So that one 
might, while seeking for descriptive 
nomenclature, call him “Smiling 
Frappe.”’ 

It would also be fairly accurate to re- 
fer to the Speaker as “Cock Sure” 
O'Brien, for there is never a moment 
that he it not master of himself and of 
the situation. He anticipates develop- 
ments, and when the time for action 
comes he acts. He does not have to 
make up his mind, it is already made up. 
He does not have to decide what to 
do, he has already decided.’ 


“The bartender who gives you a nickel 


‘in change when you have tendered a 


dime in payment for a glass of beer does 
not have to ponder on the matter of 
change. He knows that you are entitled 
to a nickel, and he tosses it out con- 
findetly and without giting any room 
for argument. 

Cold Storage Decisions. 

That is Speaker O'Brien's way. When 
Delegate Frank Hussey arises and bde- 
gins talking, the Speaker knows that 
Mr. Hussey is out of order.

He states 
the fact calmly and plainly, states it so 
succinctly that the exuberant Mr. Hussey 
eannot help but agree with him, though 
he does not understand and asks the 
reason.

Speaker of the House of Delegates Has His Decisions on Ice, 
Ready to Hand Out to Mr. Hussey or Anyone Else Who May 
Demand Them—‘‘Qut of Order’’ His Specialty. 


He is not sufficiently extensive as to 
girth to satisfy one’s ideal. The tailor 
who gets out a tape line, perch, rod or 
pole and measures Mr. O’Brien for a 
pair of trousers probably decides that 
32 inches will be about the right waist 
measure. This is an _ inconsiderable 
equatorial circumference for an alder- 
man. There be those of twice that 
amplitude, while few of the twenty- 
eight members do not require a waist- 
band at least a foot more _ extensive.

The chair in which Speaker O’Brien 
sits while keeping the delegates in the 
straight and narrow path of parllament- 
ary usage is deep and wide and high. 
Its extensive seat, as David Copperfield 
said of his huge bed, is quite a landed 
estate, and when Mr. O’Brien climbs 
into the chair he looks smaller than 
ever and the chair looks larger. One 
almost feels sorry for the Httle man in 
thebig chair behind the big table and 
with the big room stretching all about. 

Mr. O'Brien is not really small, you 
know; he is small only by comparison. 
That chair was intended for a real 
mountain of a man; for a Tom Reed 
of a presiding officer, and Mr. O’Brien 
looks deserted and lonesome, almost pa- 


thetically so, when he settles himself 
down and apparently makes only a dent 
in the leather cushion. 

But he gets right into the work on 
hand with vigor, and things go along 
smoothly for a time. Clerk Martin calls 
the roll, while the Speaker regards the 
cigar to which he looks for advice, in- 
Spiration and encouragement. Reports 
of committees are heard in rotation, res- 
Olutions are called for, are read and 
referred. At times the delegates are so 
lethargic that a concurrent resolution 
from the Council on a perfunctory mat- 
ter attracts no attention, and no dele- 
gate arises to move that it be adopted 
until the Gpeaker suggests such 4 
course. He may even say, ‘It has been 
moved and seconded” so-and-so, though 
oF me has heard the motion or the sec- 
ond. 

Business moves along without jar or 
clash, and yet Speaker O'Brien knows 
that matches are being surreptitiously 
scratched to light a firecracker that will 
be exploded under him; that the r- 
niciously at%ve but utterly helpless 
minority, the men why» are threatening 
to “reorganize” all the time, are plan- 
ning to spring a surprise that will an- 
noy him. He knows it is coming, and he 
knows that he will be able to meet the 
crisis when it arises. 

“Whereas” Out of Order. 

The firecracker is lighted and sent to- 
ward the Speaker, It is a resolution in- 
troduced by Delegate Smythe. It em- 
braces three or four preambles and 
winds up with a censure of the Speaker 
for enforcing the rules adopted for tue 
government of the House of Delegates.

Suit Followed Her Arrest and 
Acquittal in Three 0's 
Court. 


Judge Sale Monday granted a motion 
to set aside a verdict and ordered a new 


trial in the case of Mrs. Lena Grohe 
agiinst Stix, Baer & Fuller, proprietors 
of the Grand-Leader. Mrs. Grohe re- 
cently won a verdict for $6000 against the 
firm as damages for her arrest in the 
Grand-Leader Dec. 19, 1903. She was 
tried and acquitted in the Court of Cri:\- 
inal Correction, and then began suit for 
damages. 

the motion for setting aside the ver- 
dict and-ordering a new trial was based 
on the allegation that the verdict wets 
contrary to the weight of evidence; that 
the judgment was excessive and was 
the result of prejudice. Judge Sale up- 
held all these contentions, , 

Judge Sale filed a memorandum with 
his order, in which he says: 

“The verdict is an outrage to every 
fair-minded man’s sense of justice. 
There were too many facts from. the 
plaintiff's own lips that speak trumpet- 
vuiced of her guilt. 

“Not satisfied with her hair-bréadth 
escape in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, she dares to come into a court of 
justice and ask for damages. In all such 
cases where there is room for the play 
of sympathy and where persons who are 
poor or in moderate circumstances, and 
especially .. woman, is opposed to a rich 
corporation, jurors are prone to allow 
their prejudices and sympathies to sway 
them. This verdict is the result of the 
crassest ignorance or of vile prejudice.”’ 

The verdict for Mrs. "Grohe was ren- 
dered by ten jurors, two of the 12 re- 
fusing to concur therein, Judge Sale 
finds encouragement in the action of 
these two and commend them for their 
position.

Wealthy Woman's Unique 
Plan of Furnishing Milk 
at Lowest Cost.

CHICAGO, May.*s—To develop an 
American milch goat that will be to 
the poor and to the farmers what simi- 
Jar animals are toO.the people of Switz- 
erland and Spain, is the fad which Mrs. 
Edward Roby of South Chicago is pur- 
suing. So far her work in this pioneer 
industry has been recognized by the 
agricultural department of the United 
States, and federal agents have visited 
her goat farm. 


She was prompted to embark in this 
unusual work by a desire to see the 
infants of poor people well nourished. 
It is her idea to develop an American 
goat that will give a ie piers quality 
of milk, and then to sell it at the cost 
of production. 

Mrs. Roby's work goes even further. 


She has experimented caring for the 
little anima 


ang 8 opes to give 
directions for santtary housing that will 
prevent contamination of\the milk. 
It is held by some authorities that 
ta are immune from tuberculosis, and 
ere is no evidcne- In the hands of the 
Agricultural Department to combat this 
theory. This, in Mrs. Roby’s opinion, 
makes it more important than ever that 
the goat be developed here as it is 
abroad, and become the poor man’s cow. 
She hopes in time to see the goat as 
common in America as. it in some 
fore lands, where 75 per cént of the 
families are said to use goat’s milk. 
Goats never have been bred in this 
country a8 miian producers—the extent of 
posture lands encouraging the ownership 
of cows, and the goat having become a 
joke! With the growth of population 
and the limitation of pastures, the goat 
is receiving more attention.

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PRISONER'S ROOM 
LIKE AN ARSENAL 


8. A. D, Puter, Alleged Oregon 
Land Swindler, Caught 
After Long Search.. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—S8. A. D. 
Puter, accused of complicity in the 
Oregon land frauds, and who has been 
hunted for months by the Federal au- 
thorities since he escaped from _  de- 
tectives in Hoston, was arrested in Ala- 
meda yesterday by secret service men. 

Puter did not willingly submit to ar- 
rest, but attempted to draw a revolver. 
The detectives. quickly covered him 
with.their pistols, but even then had 
much trouble in gettitng their prisoner 


to the police «station. 

Puter arrived from New York three 
days ago and went to Alameda, where 
he took a room in a lodging house on 
Park street. Last night he visited his 
wife in Berkeley, and after remaining 
there several hours returned to his lodg- 
ing house. The secret service men 
learned of Puter’s whereabouts — by 
shadowing a woman. He was on his 
way to keep an appoifitment with this 
woman when arrested. 

Puter had taken the name of James 
William Barr and traveled under that 
alias since leaving the Wast. He in- 
formed the detectives that he had en- 
gaged passage on a steamer for China 
and intended leaving for that country 
in a -few days. 

According to the secret service men, 
Puter’s room on Park avenue resembled 
an arsenal. Over his bed hung a Win- 
chester rifle and in a drawer was a 
heavy Colt’s revolver, besides the one 
found in his possesssion when captured. 

Puter made a sensational escape from 
Deputy United States Marshal W. J. 
Burns in Boston on March 26. Deputy 
Barnes, who had been detailed to find 
Puter, arrested him as he was applying 
for his mail at the Fenway Posta) Sta- 
tion, in Boylston street, and started to 
take him to the nearest’ police station. 
He had gone only a short distance, how- 
ever, when Puter suddenly whipped out 
a revolver and threatened to shoot the 
officer. Before the deputy had recov- 
ered from his surprise, Puter had dis-

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THE FIRST RUSSIAN DEBATE. 


The first debate in the lower house of the Rus-. 


sian Parliament was interesting because the speak- 
ers appeared to know what they wanted and how 
to ask for it.

The motto “To the Front,” adopted by the Million 
Club for St. Louis as the result of its recent con- 
test, suggests courage, hustling action, progress, 
and may well be given practical application at once 
in the bond issue campaign, as embodying improve- 
ments of the greatest importance to St. Louis and 
expressing the spirit which must actuate St. Louis- 
ans if they are to. accomplish the results required 
to realize the new and greater city of their aspira- 
tions.

NEW YORK, May 21. 
T. LOUIS will have the pleasure wt 
S meeting His Highness Saraji 
Row, Gaekwar of Baroda, 
whom there is but one more. powerful 
native potentate in India. He is the 
richest monarch in the world. The week 
he has just spent in New York he 
classes as the most interesting and in- 
structive experience of his life. The 
skyscrapers are particularly interesting 
to him and he characterizes them as 
*“‘wonderful.’’ 

The Yankee promoter, however. is not 
SO generously praised by His Highness, 
who has been pestered by individuals 
of the ilk until his guards have been in- 
structed not to admit anyone not posi- 
tively identified, to see him. 

“These persons evidently think I am 
what you Americans call an ‘easy 
mark,’’”’ he said with a smile. 

The Gaekwar probably will stay in 
America two months. He will study 
the business and educational methods 
of this country, but his trip is also for 
the purpose of improving his health. 

He is accompanied by his wife. Her 
Highness the Maharani of Baroda; his 
brother, Shrimant Sampatrao Gaek- 
war, and a secretary, A. N. Datar, be- 
sides four servants. 

Interviewed as he saw New York for 
the first time, the Gaekwar briefly told 
of his object in coming to this country 
and described his idea of the land. 

“It is indeed as wonderful as I had 
been toid,”” he said, waving his arm at 
the curious brick landscape. ‘What 
buildings! Far more wonderful than 
anything the Old World offers in its 
line.’’ 

tle was modestly dressed in the man- 
ner of the West, not gorgeously ar- 
rayed in Oriental garments. And he 
spoke without reserve, and with a frank 
simplicity that was magnetic. 

“Do you believe {n a republican form 
of government?’ he was asked. There 
was the slightest trace of a smile on his 
face as he turned and politely asked 
that politics be eliminated from the con- 
versation. 





He Bars Politics. 


“I do not wish to talk politics or any- 
thing approaching it. I think the best 
form of government is. that which pro- 
motes the most happiness of the people. 
Don't you?” 

Then he was asked for his opinion as 
to whether the West could teach relli- 
gion to the East. 

“That is a very broad question,”’ he 
said. “There are a great many differ- 
ent creeds in India.. Their philosophies 
are very deep. It might be true, but 
-—'’ He stopped abruptly, and one could 
only infer that he meant the East could 
take care of itself in the matter of 
faith. 

He also touched upon the question of 
municipal ownership as follows: 
‘“‘Municipal ownership has been tried 
in India and with success. The Gov- 
ernment owns and operates many of the 
railroads, and in this the problem has 
proved satisfactory. This is the most 
remarkable because of the climate con- 
ditions. Everything seems to be against 
the successful operation of railroads in 
India, but in the face of all this it has 
been done.” 

Informed of the popularity of the 
Swamis who visit and take up their res- 
idence in America, His Highness became 
deeply interested, and he asked ques- 
tions with enthusiasm. Were there 
many Hindoos in New York, students or 
religionisis? Did Americans know the 
Buddhist belief? Did they believe in 
it? He seemed just a bit disappointed 
to learn that perhaps there were not 
more than a thousand members, when 
told of the existence of a Vedanta so- 
clety In New York. ‘ 

“It is a deep and interesting philos- 
Ophy, that of the Vedantas,”’ he sald, 
and then he admitted that he was a fol- 
lower, too. 

The Gaekwar is a well built man of 
something less than medium height. His 
age J is ge but far from biack::

The present Gaekwar has been honored 
by the British Crown by being made 
Grand Commander of the Star of In- 
dia and the Maharani has a similar dec- 
oration. 


About His Family. 

The Maharani is his second wife, the 
first Princess dying after the birth of 
his son, Prince Fatesingrao Gaekwar, 
who is 2 years of age, and who during 
his father’s absence is ruling Baroda. 

The present Maharani is the mother of

four children, Prince Jaisingrao, aged 17; 
Prince Shivajirao, aged 15; the Princess 
Indiraraja, aged 13, and the Prince 
Dharyashil, one year her junior. It is 
the Princes Indiraraja who will be mar- 
ried next March to the Rajah of Dhar, 
a province of Central India. 

The Gaekwar is a most ardent ath- 
lete. Golf and tennis, polo and pig 


sticking are among his pleasures, but 
greatest of all his delights is the kingly 
sport of hunting the Royal Bengal tiger. 
And when the mist drops down sud- 
denly on the rice fields, when the poor 
inhabitants of the native villages have 
curled themselves re on their door- 
steps to sleep in spite of the swelter- 
ing tropical night, you can see often the 
ruler of all Baroda and the richest mon- 
arch in the world being borne home on 
his gold-trapped elephant, his followers 
bearing behind, stretched out on a huge 
bamboo, a great yellow and black 
striped animal, the prize of His High- 
ness’ rifle. 

Baroda, situated in the northwestern 
portion of the great Indian continent, 
encompasses‘about 8000 square miles and 
has a population of about 2,000,000. The 
Gaekwar has a native army of about 
8000 men, counting both regular and vol- 
unteer regiments. In his magnificent 
palace, built of white marble and fur- 
nished with Oriental ostentation, he has 
two gold cannon, capable of firing, but 
never used for any purpose save show. 


The Carnegie of India. 


He is immensely interested in educa- 
tion. In fact, he ig a sort of Carnegie 
of India, and has done much to elevate 
his people. The College of Baroda, affil- 
iated with the great University of Bom- 
bay, he built from his own purse and 
keeps at his own cost. There students 
are taught by English professors and 
degrees are earned, just as in the Amer- 
ican and English colleges. 

It is primarily his interest in educa- 
tion which has led him to this country, 
and here he will visit Boston and other 


‘cities, the Universities of Harvard, Yale, 


Princeton and tae different polytechnic 
institutes. 

He will also study American art as 
far as. he can in the few weeks of his 
stay, and it is his intention of sending 
year by year some 10 or 20 Hindoo stu- 
dents to American colleges to learn the 


|} progress and the invention of the West. 


“We shall stay in New York for about 
ten days,” said Shrimant Sampattao, 
the Gaekwar’s brother. ‘“‘We may visit 
Yellowstone Park, but I think that ts 
the farthest West we shall go. We 
prcbably shall return to England by 
way of New York. His Higeiness has 
been in England for nearly a year. 

Shrimant Sampatrao Gaekwar is a 
barrister-at-law. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1896. and has been most suc- 
cessful. In matters of state he confers 
with the Gaekwar, his brother. “Shri- 
mant” is a title, and the equivalent of 
“The Honorable.” ‘‘Gaekwar’” is the 
surname, so to speak, of the rulers of 
jaroda. 

The Maharani, with a loose cashmere 
shawl wrapped around her, attracted 
much attention at the pier. She is about 
23 years of age and exceedingly pretty. 
On «her forehead she wears a spat of 
rei paint that denotes she Is married 
and has a husband living. Most of her 
children are being educated in England.

Both had been pet- 
ty thieves, and after going from prison 
to prison enlisted in the garrison 
d'Afrique.

In the hotel where they lived Le- 
grand fell in love with a pretty wait- 
ress.

Witzer was arrested as a deserter 
while Legrand fled. Witzer was sen- 
tenced to five years. 

When Witzer completed his term he 
went to Paris and there hunted out Le- 
grand.

What are you 
talking about? I never saw you before, 
answerede Legrand.
